own currency for distribution abroad 
to obtain foreign exchange was con­ 
tained today in an amazing circular 
issued to bankers by the French Fin­ 
ance Ministry. 


I lie circular was addressed to tb eid u co d in 
President of the Parti Bankers’ As­ 
sociation from the Ministry of Finance, 
and was signed by Jacques Rueff, di­ 
rector of the Treasury. It read: 
"I have an order to place at your 
disposal for nil proper purposes, (be 
information that Germans are Happen 
ed to be passing German banknotes at 
I a special price. Then** banknotes aru 
I supposed to have throe indelible marks 
on each side. 
"From information at hand it would 
seem that a great number of these 
banknotes are actually being floated on 
the British market by the Rctehsbapk 
in order to obtain foreign exchange," 
Bank circles specializing in foreign 
exchange disclosed they had known 
since the early part of the year that 
quantities of German banknotes, ap­ 
parently genuine, hud been refused ive* 
copt a m e |>y German banks 
Experts assumed these notes wert 
extremely accurate counterfeits.
